SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—Atty.-

demurrer in the United States Circuit 
Court in the case of the Southern Pa-

Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
California. The document raises points 
of vital interest to the Southern Pacific 
Company, as the AttorneyGeneral at- 
tacks the validtiy of the railroad com- 
pany’s charter and denies its right to 
operate its branch roads in this State. 

The original suit was brought to en-

liminary decision rendered by Judge 
McKenna these grain rates were de- 
clared to be unreasonable, and the tem-

The demurrer, in substance, denies 
that there is any question of equity 
to be decided, but claims that the mat- 
ter should be litigated only when any 
attempt is made to enforce the objec- 
tionable action of the commissioners. 
It is claimed that the action of the 
commission is legislative and not sub- 
ject to review by any court; that any 
violation of the rates fixed by the com- 
mission is a criminal matter and not 
‘} subject to restraint by a court of 


It is denied that the complainant is 
a railroad, or that it is empowered to 
operate any of the railroads mentioned 
It is- further 
charged that all the leases made to the 
Southern Pacific Company are invalid 
and ‘that therefore the complainant 
cannot’ legally concern itself with the 
@uestion how any of the lesser roads 


be affected by the commission's

ORGANIZED AT LONDON, 


The Members are Circulating Litera- 
ture Calculated to Drive «Hys- 
terical People into Fits—A 
*Long-felt Want.’ 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL 

LONDON, Dec. 20—(Special Dis- 
Patch.) One of the queerest of the 
many peculiar organizations recently 
established in this country is “an as- 
sociation for the prevention of pre- 
mature burial.’’ To judge from the 
letters and pamphlets issued by the 
association, its members: have been 
through a long course of dime novels, 
and have now set themselves the task 
of making innocent citizens’ flesh 
creep. 

Physicians say the circulation of such 
rubbish ought to be forbidden, because 
it is calculated to drive weak, nervous 
and hysterical people into fits, but the 
association is desperately in eurnest, 
and is not to be stopped by mild re- 
monstrations. 

The most practical idea.of the asso- 
ciation is the establishment of public 
mortuaries for 
bodies of those in regard to whose de- 
cease there is the least uncertainty, 
and it is proposed to introduce a bill 
at.the next session of Parliament to 
provide this ‘“long-felt want.”

Several who partook of the 
“essence” soon became ill and three 
of them, after terrible suffering, died. 
The symptoms were the same in all 
cases,

Juan Marcelo de Azcarraga, the 
Minister of War, was suffering from 
an indisposition, and was not able to 
be interviewed, but a number of high 
officials of the War Office consented to 
supplement the expressions secured 
yesterday from the office. 

These officials stated to the repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press that 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler in Cuba has received 
instructions to hurry up his campaign 
by the delivery of a bold stroke against 
the insurgents in order to prevent the 
Cubans from raliying from the disaster 
of Maceo's death, and in order to de- 
prive the Americans of any pretext for 
a demand for Cuban independence. 

It was added that Spain was quite 
able to meet the situation, and can 
promptly mobilize as many as 500,009 
fresh troops in addition to those now 
engaged in Cvba and the Philippines. 
The officials of the War Department 
cxvlained that large orders have been 
placed abroad for arms and ammuni- 
tion, and Spain's rifle and munition fac- 
tories are working day and night to 
provide against any possible external 


complications that may arise in Cuba 


or the Philippines. 

“The War Office,” said one of the 
high officials in that department, “will 
not provoke, nor will it flinch from any 
contest upon which depends the na- 
tional honor.* The army can rely upon

between Sefior Canoas del Cas- 
tillo, the president of the Council, and 
Senor Sagasta, ex-Premier of the Lib- 
eral government, thus strengthening 
the hands of the government to carry 
out the necessary measures to satisfy 
the reasonable demands of outsiders 
and affording content to the colonies, 
While always defending the national 
honor. 

Sefior Castelar considers that if she 
were pushed “to desperation, Spain 
could inflict serious damage upon the 
United States in case of war. She 
cannot refuse it while right and honor 
are on her side. Nor would Spain he 
alone. Grave international complica- 
tions would ensue. 

Sefior Castelar pointed out that he 
considers ‘international wars at the 
present day a disgrace to modern 
civilization. Such a war. he thought 
would be more illogical for the United 
States than for any other nation. He 
regarded the Tnited States as the 
model for all other nations in avoiding 
wars and seeking the settlement of tne 
ternational disputes by arbitration.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY.: 


THE IMPORTANCE OF ELECTRICAL 
INSTITUTIONS DISCUSSED. 


Olive Culture in. India—Hints for 
Saving the Eyes—Losag of Lives 
on Railroads of the United King- 
dom.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1896.—The con- 
nection between science and industry 
was recently exemplified very clearly 
by Arthur Balfour, in a speech made ar 
Sheffield, Ehg. Mr. Balfour said that 
one thing that England greatly needed 
in order to restore the commercial su- 
premacy it has lost in so many indus- 
‘trial branches was more scienhtitic re- 
search in conjunction with technical 
educaion. In this respect England has 
a great deal to learn from Germany. 
The Germans think it worth their while 
to spend money, imperially, munici- 
pally and privately upon those 
branches of scientific research which 
have a direct bearing upon manufac- 
turers of an extent and degree abso- 
lutely unknown in England. An exaim- 
ination into the working of the Ger- 
man techincal institutions showed that 
there are now in Germany no iewer 
han' six great technical institutions fcr 
the study of electrical matters clone, 
which are superior to anything of the 
kind in Europe. The government and 
the municipalities spend vast sums in 
producing a great body of trainel ex- 
perts, and the great German manu- 
facturers employ a large body of :n- 
vestigators on their own account on 
their own premises, taking advantage 
of every discovery that can be madé, 
and making discoveries for themselves. 
In the face of such facts as these it 
is not surprising that Germany has 
forged so far ahead in many industrial 
departments, and left less pushing and 
enterprising countries behind. Mr. Bal- 
four urged upon the English leaders of 
commerce the necessity of understand- 


relation of organized scince to manu- 
factures. He added: “I fear that in 
some quarters it may still be a fact 
that the relation between science and 
manufacturers is not’ thoroughly 
grasped, and there may still be some 
who. think that money spent in what 
Pappears to be abstract investigations 
far removed from the practical tings 
of life, has but a small effec on na- 
tional well-being and national com- 
merce.

OLIVE CULTURE IN INDIA. 


An interesting series of experiments 
in the cultivation of the olive tree have 
been lately in progress in India. At- 
tention had long been called to the 
immense growth of wild olives in the 
hills below Murree, and a large num- 
ber of the best trees have been im- 
ported from Italy for the purpose of 
making “grafts’’ upon the wild varie- 
ties, which, in their present condition, 
are quite unproductive. It is yet early 
to speak of the result of the experi- 
ments, although olive-growers say that 
the tendency of the fruit is to resist 
this method on account of its “‘fat- 
ness.” It is ordinarily propagated by 
cuttings. It delights in hilly ground, 
and thrives abundantly in barren dis- 
tricts which can scarcely maintain the 
poorest vegetation. The words “oil 
out of the flinty rock” are as literally 
true as they are strikingly picturesque, 
the' most rocky tracts of country in 
Palestine being invariably the most 
thickly covered with olive trees. This 
poverty of the soil seems also a nec- 
essary condition, so far as delicacy of 
flavor is concerned. The small, hard 
fruit of Syria still maintains its dis- 
tinctién on this ground, while the 
olives in Spain, as if finding both cli- 
mate and soil too luxurious, are apt 
to become ‘coarse, and even rank in 
flavor. The fine quality. of the = olive 
grown on the Pacific Slope encourages 
the belief that California may become 
the olive-producing oountry of the 
world. Of late years the Italian olive 
farmers and merchants have been a 
little over-anxious to “do business,” 
and the crops having repeatdly failed, 
immense quantities of cotton-seed oil 
have been imported from America, 
which, under that designation, is never 
more heard of. While both the fruit 
and the oil of Southern France are 
practically unrivaled by those of any 
other country, an oil famed and prized 
even in that country is produced at 
the little town on Ojix, in Provence. 
The “sweet oil of Aix’’ is a revelation 
to the uninitiated. It is of the palest 
and tenderest green color, with a 
primrose “bouquet,” and a buttery 
consistency which is unequaled. The 
virgin oil does not retain its fresh- 
ness for more than a few weeks with- 
out some kind of treatment involving 
the use of sugar or salt, but the first 
expression of the newly-gathered fruit 
is said to be exquisitely delicate.

SIMPLE HINTS FOR SAVING THE 
EYES. 

In a.recent -work on the physical 
conditions of fatigue in reading, and 
the best means of avoiding it, it is 
insisted that the size of type is the 
all-important condition of visual fa- 
tigue. No type of less than 1.5 mm. 
in height should be used, as the strain 
incrgases rapidly even before the size 
becomes as small as this. The intens- 
ity of illumination is apparently of 
little consequence within the limits of 
daylight in well-lighted rooms. A poor 
artificial light is even more injurious 
than small type, and _ white light 
rather than yellow light skould be 
used. The form of the type is of 
less importance than the thickness of 
the letters. Additional ‘leading’ or 
spacing between the lines is also rec- 
ommended. White paper should be 
employed, although the purest white 
paper is not desirable, on account of 
the fatigue incident to the greater 
amount of light reflected from it. The 
habit of stooping over in reading or 
writing has a very bad effect on the 
eyesight, and should be habitually 
avoided. If the eyes are inflamed they 
should be treated once, twice or three 
times a day with a solution made by 
dissolving a teaspoonful of table salt 
in one-half pint of water. It should 
be put imside the eye and not out- 
Side, as is usually done. Another ex- 
cellent eyewash is made by dissolving 
a teaspoonful of boracic acid in half 
a pint of warnr water, and allowing it 
to cool. Above all, the eyes should be 
rested.

PROPERTIES OF EXTREMELY 
HIGH-PRESSURE JETS. 


Some interesting phenomena have

ADDED A NEW TITLE 


A REBUKE ADMINISTERED TO 
GRAND DUKE SERGIUS. 


He is Styled "Prince of chodynski” 
in an Anmonymous Communica- — 
tion Bearing Imperial Seals. 


AN AWFUL DISASTER RECALLED 


SLAUGHTER OF RUSSIANS ASCRIBED 
TO HIS MANAGEMENT, 


The Csar’s Uncle Bullies a Commit- 
tee Which Had Arranged Memo- 
rial Services—The Mystcrious 
Envelope Follows. 


(®Y THE TIMES’ SPECIAL, WIRE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The~Czar’s uncle, the Grand 
Duke Sergius, Governor-General of 
Moscow, is just now raging around his 
province endeavoring to discover the 
authors of a very elaborate and sting- 
ing insult of which he is the victim. 
Sergius, as pretty well all the world 
knows, is now excessively unpopular 
in Moscow, where there is not a man 
who does not hold him responsible for 
the awful disaster on Chodynski Plain 
on the occasion of the Czar’s corona- 
tion. 

The other day a committee of nota- 
bles and students organized a grand 
memorial service at Woganka Ceme- 
tery, where thousands of victims of 
the catastrophe were interred pellmell. 
Chief of Police Tipoff gave the com- 
mittee the necessary authority, ‘but 
at the last moment the Grand Duke 
Stepped in and compelled almost an 
entire change of programme, and en- 
forced the change brutally by means 
of Cossacks and gendarmes. 

A few days afterward, the students 
had their revenge, for the Grand Duke 
received through the registered mail 
an imposing-looking envelope bearing 
all the proper seals of the Imperial 
Chancellerie at St. Petersburg, fully 
stamped and addressed in proper’ of- 
ficial style, except that to the Grand 
Duke’s usual titles was added that of 
Prince of Chodynski. 

M. Stomin, director of the Imperial 
Chancellerie, was summoned to Mos- 
cow to explain how the unknown gar- 
donic jokers managed to obtain the im- 
perial seals or an exact imitation of 
them, but he was unable to suggest a 
solution of the mystery, and the en- 
tire detective forces of Moscow and 
St. Petersburg has been equally un- 
successful, although a large reward has 
been offered for the information. 

STUDENTS ARRESTED.

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CONGRESSMAN HYDE FAVORS THE 
CAMERON 


He Thinks Caba Will Not Only be 
Free, but Will Become Part of 
the United States—The Spokane 
Statesman Inspecting the Local 
Harbor, 


Among yesterdays arrivals from the 
North were Hon. 8S. C. Hyde and 
daughter of Spokane, Wax’. Air. Hyde 
is the Represenfsirte of Eastern Wash: 
ington in Congress He is en route to 
the national capital, where he expects 
to remain till the expiration of his 
term, March 4, 1897. 

ngressman Hyde is a Republican 
and suffered defeat for re@lection with 
the rest of the Renublican ticket ip 
his State in November. His successor 
will be Mr. Jones, the present § At- 
torney-General of the State, who is a 
Popocrat. Mr. Hyde takes his defeat 
philosophically, and is confident that 
the triumph of Populism in the State 
of Washington is only temporary. 

“The present Congress,” said Mr. 
Hyde, to a Times reporter at the Hol- 
lenbeck last evening, “has made a 
record that it may well be proud of. 
Its action on the Venezuela question 
alone is sufficient to make it famous. 
The proudest act of my official life 
is the vote I cast in connection with 
this matter. By securing the adoption 
of an international arbitration agree- 
inent, the United States has accom- 
plished what all the royal and 
ecclesiastical powers have failed to do 
after years of effort. The Monroe doc- 
trine is now an established fact, and 
the humblest and weakest American 
republic has an absolute safeguard 
against invasion by any European 
power. 

“You can put me record as 
favoring the independence of Cuba. I 
shall most willingly vote for the Cam- 
eron resolution if it ever comes to a 
vote in the House. We passed some 
makeshift Cuban resolutions at the 
last session, and they were _pigeon- 
holed by the President. But, if Con- 
grees should pass a strong joint reso- 
lution, like Senator Cameron's, I do 
not see how the Executive can ignore 
it. Of course Congress has not the 
right to recognize the belligerency of 
the insurgents or recognize the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, but it can declare 


war, and I do not see why it should 
not have power to do lesser acts. The 


editorial in the Sunday Times on this 
subject is in exact acordance with my 
ideas., 

“T am afraid, though, that the set- 
tlement of the Cuban question will go 
over to the next administration. The 
Senate will pass the Cameron resolu- 
tion, and the House will do the same if 
it can ever be brought to a vote, but 
there’s the rub. The Maine delegation, 
which is one of the strongest in the 
House, appears to be solidly against it. 
The infiuence of such leaders as Maine 
has may prevent the question from 
coming to a vote, but if we can get it 
to a vote, it will surely carry. Should 
this be the case, I consider that the 
President’s duty will be to bow to the 
will of Congress. 

“Spain will not only. lose Cuba, event- 
ually, in my opinion, but the law of 
gravitation will bring it to the United 
States. It is a wonderfully rich coun- 
try, and its geographical position is 
such ag to make it naturally a part of 
our common country. We need ‘uba 
in our business, and we might as well 
take hold of it as early cs possible 
and have it over with. It will come 
to that in the end, and that will be 
the real settlement of the Cuban ques- 


tion.” 


_ This is Mr. Hyde’s first visit to Los 
Angeles. ‘‘You have a wonderufl coun- 
try here,’’ said he. “Your climate not 
only delights but surprises me. I think 
when I return from Washington I shall 
come this way and stay longer.” 

Inasmuch as Congress has appropri- 
ated $3,000,000 for a harbor here, Mr. 
Hyde is interested to see where the 
money is to be spent. That is one rea- 
son why he is going to Washington 
via Los Angeles. Yesterday he went 
down to Santa Monica and looked at 
Mr. Huntington's big wharf. Today he 
will go to San Pedro. As the matter 
of location is now in the hands of a 
special commission, Mr. Hyde declined 
{10 express an opinion as to where the 
harbor should zo, especially as he had 
not yet seen San Pedro. 

Congressman and Miss Hyde expect 
to resume their journey to Washington 
tomorrow. 


GRABBED HIS WATCH, 


Robber Interrupts the Services at a 


Japanese Mission. 

The religions exercises at the Japan- 
ese Mission at No. 214 Wilmington 
street, were rudely interrupted last 
evening by a trio of half-drunken 
tramps, one of whom held-up and 
robbed the janitor of his gold watch. 

Nz Poon Chew, the minister, had 
just begun the evening services, when 
a loud noise was heard at the door. 
The janitor, Don Wahshu went quietly 
to the door, and opnened it. He was 
confronted by three rough-looking men, 
one of whom grabbed his watch. The 
frightened Japanese cried out and the 
three men ran from the scene. All 
had been drinking and were incap- 
able of running very fast. The congre- 
gation waited only long enough to take 
in the situation and then started en 
masse in pursuit of the men. Some ran 
for a policeman, and the minister has- 
tened. to police headquarters, where he 
excitedly told his story to Officer Miles 
Long, who at once started to the mis- 
sion on a wheel. 

Meantime the members of the con- 
gregation had captured two of the men, 
and led them into the mission, where 
they held them until the officer ar- 
rived. The third man made good his 
escape. 

Both men pretended to be very 
drunk, and one of them exclaimed: 
“You wouldn't send a starving man to 
prison, would you?” and told where he 
had thrown the watch in a hedge. When 


. Long arrived he handcuffed the men to- 


gether and walked them to police head- 
quarters. There the men gave the 
names of Barney Swift and James 
Kine. 

Wahshu positively identified Swift as 


‘the man who had snatched his watch, 


and he was booked on a charge of 
robbery. King was simply charged 


with being drunk. A search for the 
watch resulted in finding it where 
Swift said he had thrown it.

Few people are aware‘that the great 
astronomical observatories. of the 
world are engaged at the present time 
in the preparation of a map of the 
heavens in which shall be definitely 
located probably about 22,000,000 stars, 
Says the Chicago Tribune. The work 
was authorized in 1887 at a congress 
in Paris, was begun in 1891, and has 
cost already, it is estimated, more than 
$2,000,000. It was originally expected 
that the’ map would be completed at 
about the end of the century, but now 
it seems probable the end will be 
reached before that time. When fin- 
ished it will be composed of 27,000 
sections, and if they shonld be con- 
nected in their proper places, the 
whole would cover an area of. about 
two acres. 

The possibility of making such a 
map was suggested by the progress in 
photography, by which it was found 
the camera could be made to fix on 
plates what before could only be seen 
at intervals through the telescopes. 
By this process ever star up to a cer- 
tain magnitude—the fourteenth, as 
originally planned—will be shown 
in its exact position, just as the maps 
of the earth accurately represent the. 
locations of cities and other objects. 

The stars to be represented on the 
map comprise only about cne-third of 
the total number of those that have 
been brought within the vision of man 
by the powerful telescopes. An esti- 
mate of this total number places it at 
60,000,000, which is about ten thousand 
times the number that can be seen 
with naked eyes in all the sections of 
the heavens around the earth. Most 
men have experienced the sensation of 
awe that attends a silent contempla- 
tion of the heavens on a clear night, 
and have been overwhelmed by the 
immensity of the visible universe. 
Hiow much more marvelous is the fact 
that beyond the blazing suns that meet 


the wandering gaze are millions more | 


revealed by the glass, and, for all we 
know, countless other millions buried 


in the “darkness behind the _ stars’: 


that have yet defied science. 


LILIUOKALANL 


THE EX-QUEEN OF HAWAII ON HER 
WAY TO THE EAST. 


Says She .is Going to Visit Friends 
in Boston and Declines to Din- 
cuss Politics, Restoration or 
Annexation. 


For the brief period of half an hour 
yesterday afternoon ex-Queen Liliuo- 
kalani of the Hawaiian Islands was 
a visitor in this city. To the casual ob- 
server there was nohting to indicate 
that the city was being honored by a 
visit. of “royalty.”” There was no band 
or committee to welcome the deposed 
monarch, simply a handful of curious 
people who gazed into the coach which 
contained the notable. 

Her ex-Majesty and suite were pas- 
sengers on the Sunset Limited which 
left. San Francisco Saturday night. The 
train was about five minutes late, and 
rolled..into the Arcade depot at 2:30 
o’clock. The “Queen” occupied a fine 
compartment in the palace car, El 
Pastor, and was almost completely hid- 
den from view. The news of her arrival 
was soon bruited about the depot. The 


few loiterers around the station gath- | 


ered about the coach, but those who 
essayed to enter were politely but 
firmly informed by the porter ‘that they 
must first have their cards accepted. 


The first to board the train was C. E.. 


Washburn of The Times, who was As- 
sociated Press correspondent at the 
islands during the stormy period suc- 
ceeding the revolution of 1893, which re- 
sulted in the Queen's downfall. 

The ex-Queen is a woman of above 
medium stature. She is about 56 years 
of age, but despite her momentous ex- 
perience, both as ruler and as deposed 


monarch and prisoner of the Dole gov- . 


ernment, she retains much of her 
youthful fire, and her brow shows but 
few gray hairs. 

To a stranger, when not discussing 
political reminiscences, her manner 
has something of the languor and hes- 
itaney peculiar to natives of the South 
Sea Isles. 

Her accent is slight, and her words 
well chosen. The former ruler of 
Hawaii is a woman of more than 
ordinary intelligence, and the pos- 
sessor of an excellent education, and 
much musical ability. She speaks sey- 
eral languages fluently. 

She is accompanied by Mrs. Graham, 
2. native of Hawaii, but now a resident 
of New York. She pt steadfast 
friend and traveling companion of the 
Queen. The other members of the 
Queen's party are her secretary and 
maid. 

Ostensibly LiliuokKalani is going to 
Boston to visit the relatives of her late 
husband. John O. Dominis. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the object of her 
visit to America is to participate in 
the annexation proceedings before the 
next Congress in Washington. That 
she intends to fight against unnexa- 
tion is not probable, in view of her 
formal abdication of the throne, and 
the fact that her personal property 
is all in her native country. 

Liliuokalani was in excellent spirits 
yesterday and talked volubly, save on 
politics. Concerning the affairs of the 
island, she declined to make any state- 
ment, remarking with a shrug of her 
shoulders: ‘I am not talking politics.’ 

When asked as to the object of her 
visit to California. she replied: “I 
had no purpose. When I got to San 
Francisco I was: invited to visit my 
friends in Boston, and I decided to do 
so. Col. Macfarlane (formerly cham- 


-berlain of King Kalakaua) was very 


attentive to me during my stay in 
San Francisco, which city I visited in 
1893. I was shown a great many cour- 
tesies, and had an enjoyable time. 

“Tam going to Boston to visit my rel- 
atives, and will arrive there on Christ- 
mas day. They have planned to give 
me 2 splendid reception, and I know I 
shall enjoy it.” 

Upon being informed that there were 
a number of Hawaiians here Liliuoka- 
lani expressed interest, but when asked 
to make a statement for their benefit 
concerning the condition of affairs on 
the island, or her plans for the future, 
she said:

HARBOR BOARD MEETS THIS 
MORNING TO HEAR ARGUMENTS. 
Hantington’s Employees Have the 
First Inning —Enginecr Hood 
Takes a Passing Interest ta the 
Contest, bat is in "Great Ignoe- 
rance”’ of the Arrangements. 


, Everything is in readiness for the 
public hearings before the Harbor 
Board at the Chamber of Commerce. 
The Assembly-room has been prepared 
and the first session will begin at 10 
o'clock this morning, ending at 1 p'm., 
according to previous announcement. 
The raised platform has been placed In 
the southwest corner of the room, and 
Will be reserved for the members of the 
board. In front of them will be tables 
for the reporters, and on the opposite 
wail maps, charts and blue prints will 
be displayed. 

Three members of the board, Admiral 
Walker, Mr. Morison and Mr. Rodgers, 
visited the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday. They expresed themselves as 
well pleased with the arrangements 
made, and said that they would much 
prefer to conduct the hearings in such 
room rather thanin a large hall. If, 
however, the room proves too small toe 
accommodate all who desire to be pres- 
ent, subsequent hearings may be held 
in Music Hall. Under the guidance of 
Superintendent Wiggins Admiral Walk- 
er and his companions devoted an hour 
or more to examining the various ex- 
hibits in tne chamber. The directors’ 
room has been placed at the disposal o£. 
the board in case they desire to hold 
any private sessions at the chamber. 

Later in the day FE. L. Corthell called 
to inspect the arrangements made in 
the assembly-room. in the course of 
conversation he said that one point 
which he should urge upon the board 
is that Catalina Island realiy affords 
no protection to San Pedro from the 


heavy ocean swells, while it does pro-* 
tect Huntington's wharf at Santa Mon- 
ica, some twenty miles further away. 
This highly ingenious idea reflects credit 
upon Corthell’s imagination, but is 
hardly likely to make a profound im- 
pression upon the beard. The island 
is Only twenty-five miles distant from 
San Pedro and lies a great natural. 
barrier against the prevailing storms. 
Santa Monica derives Abdéft-as much 
shelter from it as from the island of 
Madagascar. 

William Hood, the Southern Pacifie 
engineer, was interviewed by a Times 
reporter last night and asked how the q 
Santa Monica case would be presented _ 
today. “Mr. Corthell will open the ar- 
gument,”” Mr. Hood replied, “and he 
will present our side of the case. Then 
I shall tollow him. After me Superin- 
tendent John A. Muir of the Southern 
Pacific, unless business detains him 
elsewhere, will make an argument and 
present some evidence. Then some 
Santa Monica people and representa-” 
tives of local interests will be heard. 
Lastly, we shail submit any other eyi- 
dence that weemay see fit to present. 
When we -are heard again in rebuttal 
we shall simply offer anything that we 
may have overlooked before, and reply 
to the arguments made in behalf of San 
Pedro... That covers the case, I believe, 
and I think it’s a pretty neat satement, 
even for me. You see I really have little 
to do-with the matter. I am here on 
regular business of the Southern Pacifie 
and am giving very little attention to 
the harbor fight. I have met the Har-. 
bor Boara only three times, and Mr. 
Corthell has met them only twice.” 

When asked how long it would take 
to present Santa Monica's claims Hood 
replied that he could not tell, as he was 
“really in great ignorance” of the ar- 
rangements. He professed to be en- 


tirely satisfied with the order of argn- 
ment in behalf of the two harbor sites, 
‘We were ready to toss up a cent to de- 
termine which side should open the 
fight. It was absolutely immaterial to 
us.”” 


Mr. Hood said that the people of * 
Santa Monica are just as much inter- . | 
ested in securing the harbor as the peo- .. 
ple of San Pedro. We want them to be . 
heard. Mr. Eckert will probably be 
present at the hearing to make -some 
statement to the board.’’ ais

THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNORSHIP. 


Evidently there is trouble brewing 
over the second office in the State gov- 
ernment at Sacramento. First, there | 
Was a rumor that a movement was on 
foot to take the appointing power out 
of the hands of Lieut-Gov. Jeter, as 
concerns the standing committees of 
the Senate; and now. comes another 
very unpleasant story to the effect that 
the Republican members of the Sen- 
ate, believing Jeter’s appointment to 
have been wholly illegal, will not al- 
low him to swear in any of the newly- 
elected Senators. who are to hold over 
until 1898. 

The Republican party claimed that 
Gov. Budd had the right to appoint his 
friend, Mr. Jeter of Santa Cruz to be 
Lieutenant-Governor of this State, up 
to and including the day of, election, 
which was November 3. Gov. Budd 
claimed that, as Spencer G. Millard, 
while acting as Lieutenant-Governor, 


- had died in office, he (Budd) had the 


right to appoint Jeter for Mr. Millard’s 
unexpired term. The Republican State 
Convention took a different view of, 
the case, and nominated John C. Lynch 
for Lieutenant-Govenor. That gentle- 
man at once brought a mandamus suit 
to compel the Secretary of State to put 
Lynch’s name on the official ballots for 
Iieutenant-Governor. The matter fin- 
ally was brought before Hon. Jackson 
Temple of the Supreme Court, who 
decided that Jeter’s appointment was 
legal and that no vacancy in the office 
of Lieutenant-Governor existed. 

This opinion has created a great deal 
of dissatisfaction, especially coming 
from the source it did, for if there is 
any one Democrat in this State who 
can boast of his friends in the Repub- 
lican party, that man is Judge Tempice. 
The vote by which he was elected in 
1894 amply attests that. Everybody 
believes that the American government 
being an elective one, no appointment 
can be legal or yalid for a term ex- 
tending beyond the next general elec- 
tion. If so, wherein lies the good of 

elections at all. 

If Gov. Budd had been honestly 
elected himself people might regard 
this case differently. But nobody who 
knows anything about elections be- 
lieves he was 41,000 votes stronger be- 
fore the people than was Mr. Maddox, 
who ran for Secretary of State on the 
same ticket with him; and the frantic 
efforts made by his friends to silence 
contests which involved the probabil- 


ity of. a recount. of. San Francisco's 


yote in 1894, shows pretty clearly that 
Mr. Budd knows very well that he was 
beaten. Wherever a contest was made 
ihe contestant was allowed counsel 
fees for more than twice the amount 
ef his per diem as a member and 


dropped the contest right there. Now 


Mr. Budd appoints Mr. Jeter as Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. Suppose for the 
sake of argument that Budd was to 
die. Jeter, who was defeated at the 
polls by Millard by a plurality of 21,- 
659 votes, would become Governor of 
California. It certainly was never the 
intent of the framers of either of our 
State constitutions that our people 
should be governed by a minority. 
Hence one need not be astonished if 
there is a good deal of a circus at 
Sacramento this winter, outside of the 
Senatorial election. 


Mr. Harrison's determination not’ to 
allow his name to be used as a candi- 
date for the Indiana Senatorship is 
indicative of his feelings in regard to 
public office. He has been President 
of the United States, and he hus been 
a Senator, likewise, so that there can 
be no novelty for him in either posi- 
tion. He has, of late, been engaged 
in some very heavy lawsuits with 
large fees, much greater than he could 
earn as President, and ten times as 
much as he could earn in the capacity 
of a Senator. These suits will admit 
of his residing in New York, while a 
Senatorship would mean a residence 
in Indianapolis. And as the new Mrs. 
Harrison is a woman who likes to be 
in the fashionable swim, it is easy to 
be seen why Benjamin does not wish 
to be Senator... 


A mystery, as neat as that surround- 
ing the fate of the Australian. ex- 
plorer, Leichardt, comes to us from 
Mendocino county, where a skeleton | 
has been found -in-the forks of a big 
fir tree. The bones were white with 
the storms of years, and all the cloth- 
ing had rotted away. One leg bone 
was lying on the ground beneath, and 
the rest of the skeleton was in a crotch 
of the tree, sixty feet above the 
ground, as though the unfortunate man 
had been compelled to take refuge there 
from the pursuit of wild beasts. Some 
time in 1879 a man named Andrew No- 
brick disappeared from the neighbor- 
hood of Ukiah, and nothing ever was 
heard of him. He was a noted bear

tion. 


The steamers Alameda and Mari- 
posa, of the Australian line, were built 
at Cramp’s yards, on the Delaware, 
fourteen years ago, and have since been 
in constant service without losing a 
trip. On her arrival at San Fran- 
cisco, last Thursday, the Mariposa 
went to the Union Iron Works for her 
second set of boilers. On the Arrival 
of the Alameda, the Mariposa will be 
fully equipped to take her place in 
the line, and then the Alameda will 
be given a new set of boilers. The 
State of California, on the Portland 
route, is but four years older than the 
Alameda and -Mariposa, and yet re- 
ceived her third set of boilers nearly 
four year ago. The repairs on these 
two ships will distribute about $145,000 
in circulation in San Francisco. 


The late Mrs. Annie Donahue, widow 
of Peter Donahue, the pioneer foundry- 
man of San Francisco, was a sister of 
ex-Gov. John G. Downey, who died 
in this city about three years ago. Mrs. 
Donahue left about a quarter-million 
dollars to the public charities of San 
Francisco, and beyond that, her wealth 
will go to the children of her sister, 
Mrs. Eleanor Martin. This bequest, it 
must be borne in mind, is just about 
$250,000 bigger than anything left by 
Senator Fair or James C. Flood, to 
the charities of that city. Mrs. Dona-. 
hue had no children of her own. Her 
will will repay perusal. It has a great 
deal of charity in its composition, and 
yet is full of the very best kind of 
plain common sense. 


The papers state that William J. 
Bryan has sold the receipts of his 
forthcoming lecture tour to a Chicago 
syndicate for $25,000, payable in ad- 
vance, He will start out shortly after 
New Year's day, and have every dollar 
of that money in bank to his credit. 
Mr. McKinley, on the other hand, will 
not receive one dollar of his salary 
until June 1, and then he will only get 
$12,500. By that time Mr. Bryan. will 
have probably .made a contract with 
other parties. So there are advantages 
in being defeated for the Presidency 


which do not always appear on the 
surface.

But McKinley's vote was simply 
a deluge, the three States of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois giving him a 
total majority of 630,000 for the three.

1892.

REBEL HONEY. 


NARRATIVE OF AN ENGLISH 
LITHOGRAPHER. 


Unwritten Chapter in the History of 
the Civil War Told by an Em- 
ployee of the Confederates. 


RUN THE BLOCKADE 


HAD TO 


ONE HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS A 
WEEK IN BILLS. 


Enormous Output of Treasury Notes 
and Bonds with Which the War 
Was Carried on—The Print- 
ers Were Paid in Gold. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

One of the serious problems to which 

the Confederate government had to 
turn its attention early in the course of 
its struggle, was that of supplying a 
currency. There were but two means 
of meeting this need. One was to levy 
on the resources of the Southern States 
and the other was to set in motion the 
printing presses. Great as were the 
available resources of the South, they 
were altogether inadequate for the car- 
rying on of the tremendous conflict 
that engaged the land and the alterna- 
tive had to be accepted as a matter of 
necessity. But the task of turning out 
& great mass of paper currency was in 
itself a difficult one. In the secession- 
ist States there was no paper mill 
manufacturing the kind of paper suit- 
able for money, and no printing estab- 
lishment equipped for the production 
of notes and bills in any quantities. 
For a time “state money” and the spe- 
cie on hand at the outbreak of the war 
was relied upon. Early in 1861 this was 
supplemented by jnotes of small de- 
nominations issued in the. name of the 
Confederate States of America and 
printed in Richmond, the seat of the 
Confederate government. These earlier 
efforts commanded little respect, even 
among the ardent supporters of the 
Confederacy. The notes were con- 
temptuously termed ‘‘rag’”’ money. They 
were a poor quality of paper and the 
design was calculated to excite the 
pity of even an unskilled counterfeiter. 
“In ‘July, 1861,” in the words of Pres- 
ident Davis, “the Confederate leaders 
realized that they had entered on a 
desperate struggle and the plan then 
adopted was to issue treasury notes 
convertible at the pleasure of the 
More than six hun- 
dred millions of these treasury notes 
were issued within the next two years. 
Before the work could even be begun 
on any large scale it was necessary to, 
smuggle the paper and presses, the out- 
fit for a large lithographing establish- 
ment, and the men to run this estab- 
lishment through the blockade which 
President Lincoln had declared on all 
southern ports. Like most of their 
other supplies, the Confederate leaders 
got these from England and brought 
them in by way of the West Indies. 
How the task of turning out from sixty 
to one hundred mifiiens of paper money 
every week, which the Confederacy 
had set for itself, was carried out, 
forms an interesting chapter in the un- 
written history of the Confederate 
movement and is here set down for the 
first time in the narrative of John 
Hodge, one of the survivors of the 
group of young English -printers and 
lithographers brought to Charleston, 8. 
C., in 1862, for the express purpose of 
making Confederate money. Mr, Hodge 
is now an’ American citizen, the man- 
ager of a lithograph company, (the 
American Label Company,) in New 
York City. 
“In April, 1862, when I was in my 
twenty-fourth year, I was working in 
London for Charles Straker & Sons, a 
large lithographing establishment; I 
had then been eight years at my trade 
as a lithographer and was considered 
a fairly good workman. All England 
Was greatly interested in the Ameri- 
can struggle, and, therefore, we looked 
with curiosity at a man of distin- 
guished appearance, plainly an Ameri- 
can, who visited our shop one day, and 
who was reported to be an agent of 
the Confederate States, engaged in pur- 
chasing supplies. Our interest was 
greatly -increased when a story got 
about that the American gentleman 
had purchased the machinery for a 
large lithographing plant from our 
firm, and was looking about for a num- 
ber of young fellows to man his estab- 
lishment, which was to be devoted 
to printing money for the Confeder- 
acy. 
“The prospect of large pay and lively 
adventure was as attractive to me as 
it is likely to be to a young fellow of 
that age, and I went to the head of the 
firm with the request that he should re- 
commend me t@our American visitor. 
As a result I was invited to visit Major 
Evans of Charleston, S. C., at his hotel, 
and went to see him in company with 
ten other workers at my craft. We 
found the Major a very agreeable per- 
son and the upshot of our interview 
was that we agreed to go to Charleston 
to work for the Confederate govern- 
ment. We were promised twenty dol- 
lars a week in gold and a liberal rate 
of piece work pay, and each man on 
signing his contract received from 
forty to sixty pounds sterling to pay 
the expenses of preparing for the jour- 
ney. 

“We left London on May 19, 1862, on 
the ship Leopard of Glasgow. We 
were the only passengers except three 
Southern officers and Maj. Evans, who 
joined us at Cardiff, where our ship 
stopped to make some additions to her 
cargo. We stopped again at Queens- 
town and from there sailed directly 
for Bermuda in the West Indies. At 
all these places more cargo was 
brought aboard, but although we were 
pretty certain that it consisted of 
military stores, we were not allowed 
to Know anything about that, and 
were kept under military. discipline. 

“From Bermuda we went to Nassau, 
and there we were told that both our 
party and the.ship’s cargo would be 
divided in two and would proceed 
by separate boats for the short, but 
dangerous part ef. the journey still be- 
ore us. Our party, containing Maj. 

vans and six of our men, was put on 
the Autonica, a regular blockade run- 
nér, and the rest of us went on the 
W. M. Seabrook, an American river- 
boat, commanded by Capt. ‘Dan Vin- 
cent, who was known as one.of the 
most daring of the Charleston pilots. 
As we sailed out of Nassau harbor 
With the Palmetto flag and the half 
crescent, the South Carolina revenue 
flag at our masthead, we were cheered 
by the people on shore and saluted 
by the other vessels in the harbor for 
the object of our journey was well 

“The. Seabrook a light-draught 
boat, and the captain’s to 
sail directly into Charleston Harbor, 
but to slip in through an Inlet with 
which he was acquainted. Unfor- 
tunately, he made a slight misealcula-

tion as to the tides, and that proved, 


his undoing. One morning as we were 
bearing in close to the South Carolina 
coast, we saw a United States cruiser 
looming up close at hand. The Sea- 
brook s away up Bulls Inlet, the 
little stream which Capt. Vincent had 
been rong for, where the cruiser 
could not follow us,- although she 
chased us as far as she could, and 
fired a shot or two across our bows. 
But, as I said before, the captain had 
miscalculated the tide, which was 
further out than he supposed, 
presently we found ourselves stuck 
fast in the mud. The Yankees were 
aware of our plight, too, and presently 
our lookout announced that two boats 
were putting off from the cruiser, each 
carrying a howitzer in the bow and 
were coming leisurely along to cap- 
ture us. 

“When we heard this announcement 
we youngsters, the Confederate of- 
ficers, and most of the crew, dropped 
quickly over the shipseside into the 


two boats and rowed away, but the 


.| Captain stuck doggedly to his post. The 


Stars and Stripes had soon taken the 
place of the Palmetto flag on the Sea- 
brook, but we were out of sight by 
that time; and were trying to make 


| Our way through a mixture of mud and 


water dragging, ourselves along and 
pushing the boats ahead of us. 


“We were twenty-two miles from} 


Charleston, lost in a wilderness of 
Swamps, and we spent two days toil- 
ing through the mud with nothing to 
eat and little hope of getting out 
alive. During that time we heartily 
Wished ourselves back in old England. 
but at the end of the second day we 


came upon a small encampment of! 


Confederate troops, the Santee Moun- 
tain Rifles, and found that we were 
safe within the Confederate lines. 
From here we had to walk to Charles- 
ton, a distance of twenty-two miles, 
over a heavy, sandy road, and by the 
time we reached the city we were as 
worn and bedraggled specimens of hu- 
manity as it would be possible to find. 

“We were warmly welcomed by the 
people of Charleston, who insisted on 
regarding the men of the Seabrook as 
heroes, and Maj. Evans, who had ar- 
rived before us. The latter advanced 
us money for our immediate needs for 
what we had had been lost in making 
our escape from the boat. We were set 
to work almost immediately in the 
printing office of Evans & Coggswell,. 
which still stands in- Broad street 
Charleston, but after a short time we 
were removed to Columbia, the cap- 
ital of the State, where most of the 
work of making Confederate paper 
money was carried on for the re- 
mainder of the war. 

There were three establishments in 


‘Columbia devoted to this business. One 


was that of Evans & Coggswell, of 
which firm our friend Maj. Evans was 
the senior member. They had seventy- 
in their office and 
printed notes of small denominations, 
ones and two, besides the thousands of 
“cotton” bonds which the Confederacy 
issued. The second was that of Keat- 
inge & Ball where’ ten presses were. 
kept busy running off copper-plate im- 
pressions of the large denomination 
notes, one hundred and -five hundred. 
The third establishment was that of 
Col. Blanton Duncan, where seventeen 
lithograph presses turned out the notes 
of the middle denominations—five, ten, 
twenty, etc. The total capacity of all 
these presses per week, including the 
printing of bonds, came close to the 
one hundred million mark, and during 
the latter part of ’62 and all of ’63 they 
were kept going at nearly top speed, 

Col. Duncan’s office, being the one 
with which I am most familiar, will 
perhaps, serve to illustrate the whole 
wor 

Each press was manned by three 
workers—one printer and two negro 
slave helpers. The printers, of whom 
there were about seventy-five in the 
town, were nearly all Englishmen, as 
were the designers, also. The paper 
was all manufactured in England and 
was stamped at the manufactory with’ 
the mark of the Confederacy, a small 
palmetto, encircled by the words, 
“Treasury Department, C.S.A.,” but 
the stones from which the bills were. 
printed were prepared in Columbia by 
the men brought over for that purpose. 
The paper came to the pressmen in 
sheets 16x18 inches, large enough to 
contain eight bills. It was necessary 
to take several impressions for each 
sheet to get in the different colors, and 
the sheets were passed on from printer 
to printer until completed, and then 
were shipped away to Richmond to be 
signed. Of course it was impossible 
for the Register and Secretary of the 
Treasury to sign all these. A large force 
of clerks was employed for this work, 
and after a time some of them were 
stationed in Columbia, where the sign- 
ing process could go on more rapidly. 

“The rate of pay was very liberal, 
as will be seen from the price-list ap- 
pended to the ‘Rules and Regula- 
tions. This rate was in addition to 
the $20 in gold which the Englishmen 
were paid, and as good workman could 
run off 3000 impressions a week, and 
the Confederate bills were worth at 
this time about 70 per cent. of their 
face value, the earnings of all the men 
were high, much higher than they 
would have been at home in London 
and Glasgow. ; 

“One effect of the efforts of Maj. 
Evans and his associates was a great 
improvement in the quality and dura- 
bility of Confederate bills. The differ- 
ence between the early notes, printed 
on one side of flimsy paper with a 
crude design, and those of later date 
on tough paper, and with a design 
that was intelligible if not artistic, 
was very striking and lessened the 
counterfeiter’s chance by some 100 per 
cent As a matter of fact, there was 
less counterfeiting of Confederate 
bills than is usually supposed. The 
northern imitations were wretched 
productions and in the south there 
were few facilities for such work. 

. “& gecond, no less important, effect 
of the change was that it enabled the 
printers to keep pace fairly well with 
the Confederate legislators, who were 
authorizing new issues of treasury 
notes every few days until, as Presi- 
dent “avis said, they had “flooded 
the cvcantry with a mass of paper 
currency at least three times the 
amount required by its business needs.” 
As the value of these notes ranked lower 
and lower, the printing-presses were 
made to turn faster and faster be- 
cause it took more and more notes to 
buy a certain amount of war supplies 
abroad—a retro-active policy which in 
itself proves the desperateness of the 
situation. 

“Although the men engaged in the 
production of this money acted as con- 
tractors, their position was quasi-of- 
ficial, and corresponded more nearly 
to that of government officers. Mili- 
tary discipline was enforced in all the 
Offices, and strict attention to busi- 
ress was required, as the following 
copy of the rules enforced by Col. 
Duncan shows: 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The hours of working shall. be from 
7 a.m. until 1 p.m., and from 2 p.m. 
until 6 p.m., during which all hands 
must be employed. | 
- This establishment being under mil- 
itary discipline, prompt and implicit 
obedience is required from all employés, 
and all the reguiations will be strictly 
enforced against offenders. 

Absence from presses wil] not be per- 
mitted without good cause, and for the 
first offense a fine of 50 cents per hour 
will be inflicted. A repetition will entail 
upon the offender the penalties inflicted 
by the military authorities. Any reas- 
onable amount of furlough will always 
be granted where a good cause for do- 
ing so exists. “i 

As employés on government work 
and soldiers detailed for special duty, 
good order and decorum must govern 
their conduct in the city, a violation of 
which, .or being intoxicated, will be 
visited with the rigid penalties en- 
forced in military camps. 

All hands will be kindly, courteously 
treated as long as they behave BD vt 
selves, but will just as certainly the

One form of laxness which cost the 
Confederacy a large amount of their 
paper notes was thefr carelessness in 
handling the unsigned notes in the of- 
fices. The printers were allowed to 
take these notes in any quantities they 
liked while at work, and one of the 
men got into the habit of carrying off 
fiveor ten sheets of ten, twenty or-fifty- 
dollar notes every day. Of course, it 
was necessary for him to commit for- 
gery in signing them, but there were 
so many different signatures on the 
notes that it was not easy to detect 
a spurious one, and this enterprising 
individual had taken some $200,000 of 
notes before he was found out. Then 
hé was promptly sentenced to be shot, 
but this was in 1865, when Sherman 
was close at hand, and the sentence 
was never executed. After that, hgw- 
ever, detectives were ‘set to watch 
the men while at work, and a strict 
accounting was kept. 

‘“‘When the Confederacy b 
into desperate financial straits, it 
adopted a curious shift to pay the 
printers, and instead of giving them 
its own notes, it allowed tnem to print 
notes bearing their own name and 
redeemable in Confederate bills, and 
the extent to which these private notes 
might be printed was practically left 
to the firm itself. But down to the very 
day when Sherman’s men marched into 
Columbia the workmen who had been 
brought from England were paid in 
gold as their contracts called Yor, and 
the last days they were almost the 
only persons in the employ of the Con- 
federacy who did receive their pay in 
gold, ‘so that on every pay-duy they 
were beseiged by brokers, who offered 
them appalling premiums for it. 

“In April, 1865, when the Confederacy 


began to get 


legions were close at hand, the presses 
which had turned out nearly a billion 
dollars, that on that day would not 
have paid for the three printing es- 
tablishments, were closed down. 
Then I got a pass from Gen. Lovell 
putting me beyond the Confederate 
lines, and made the best of my way 
to New York to make money more 
slowly, but in more durable form.” °

CAVALRY TROOP 


NOT GOING TO HELP TO FREE 
STRUGGLING CUBA.. 


The Troop Confounded with Light 
Battery A—The Troopers Sym- 
pathize with: the Cubans, but 
-Can Not Tender Them Their 
Services. | 


Some of the members and officers 
of Troop D, N.G.C., have been annoyed 
recently by the circulation of rumors 
that the troop is drilling with a view 
to go to Cuba to assist in freeing the 
island from the Spanish yoke. Said 
one of the officers of the troop to a 
Times’ reporter yesterday: 

“Please announce through The 
Times, for us, that we are not going 
to Cuba or anywhere else that we 
know of at present, to fight. True, we 
are drilling regularly and are aiming 
to keep in good fighting trim, but that 
is simply our duty as National Guards- 
men, 

“Tl ddre say the members of our 
troop sympathize as heartily with the 
Cubans in this struggle as any 
citizens of the United States, and, it 
it were not for the fact that citizens 
of the United States have been warned 
by special proclamation by the Presi- 
dent to maintain strict neutrality, 
there are members of the troop who 
res like nothing better than-to go 

the aid of Cuba. : 

“To suppose that the troop could 
offer its services to the Cubans as a 
body is absurd. We are sworn in as 
members of the National Guard of 
California, and would make ourselves 
liable to severe punishment in attempt- 
ing to go off on a filibustering expedi- 
tion, no matter how worthy the cause. 
In case of war between) the United 
States and Spain, we would go into 
the national service and could not be 
ordered to the seat of war any too 
soon to suit the majority, and I may 
say all, of our members. We are pre- 
pared for any emergency, but first of 
all we are loyal to our State and 
country, and will obey our’ superior 
officers as we have sworn to do. 

“I think this talk about our design 
to take a hand in the Cuban fracas is 
due to Troop D being confounded. with 
an alleged military organization known 
as Light Battery A, which took a con- 
spicuous part in the Cuban meeting at 
Music Hall last Friday evening. Tioop 
D and Battery A are entirely distinct 
organizations and have no relations 
with each other whatever. FPuttery A 
is made up in part by ex-members of 
Troop D, some of whom were expelled. 
They have organized with a view to 
being admitted to the National Guard, 
but have as yet no Official standing. 
For that reason they were at liberty 
to take part in Friday evening’s meet- 
ing. Some of our members were pres- 
ent in uniform, but took no part in 
the proceedinegs, as such an act would 
have been a violation of discipline. The 
troop has no quarrel with the battery. 
There is room for both here, but it is 
all a mistake to think that the troop 
is going to be. mustered out ind an 
artillery company organized in its 
place. As a matter of fact the troop 
is now stronger than it ever was before. 
The few kickers, who tried to d@rupt 
it, have been got rid of, and every- 
thing is harmonius within the ranks. 
The !ast State.inspection gave us a 
standing of 98 per cent., a record that is 
not surpassed by any other branch of 
the National Guard. We have now over 
sixty men enlisted, with almost com- 
plete equipment, lacking only a few 
carbines, saddle bags and a few minor 
items, to be outfitted the same as the 


regular United States Cavalry. We 
have requisitions in for the missing 
article and expect to get them soon. 
So you see we are far from being a 
moribund organization.”

MARKET IS WEAK. 


FUTURE DEVELOPMENT WILL BE 
PROSECUTED WITH CAUTION, 


Good Reports are Coming in from 
Other Fields—Number of Local 
Producing Wells—General Com- 
ment—Drilling Notes. 


Another week has been added to the 
history of the local oil industry. No 
change has taken place worthy of note. 
Development continues, but not with 
enthusiasm, producers apparently fear- 
ing a falling market more than the re- 
suits of drilling outside. 

The market is a little weak, oil in 
a few instances having sold as low as 
90 cents per barrel at the well tanks. 

At the present time about five hun- 
dred wells are being pumped in the 
Los Angeles field. The production is 
about five barrels each per day. A few 
wells are pumping from twenty to 


fifty or more barrels, but the majority 


in. the old field run: from three to 
seven barrels each per day. 

Good reports are coming in from the 
Whittier field. The Williams & Gal- 
lagher rig has drilled to a depth ‘of 
over nine hundred feet, and oil of a 
superior quality is said to have been 
found. 

The Santa Barbara field is again 
brought prominently to the front by 
the development of a heavy flow of 
oil, tapped through a tunnel. 

The work of developing the ‘Fresno 
paraffine’ base oil is reported to be 
greatly retarded through litigation. 

The famous old Newhall district is 
taking on new life.. Some encouraging 
finds are reported. 

The Los Angeles Railway Company 
has made preparations for steaming 
some of its fuel oil at the well tanks. 
The site of this plant is just east of 
North Figuera street, between Court 
and Angeleno streets. A new well has 
just been drilled by the incorporation 
at this site. The oil is of pretty heavy 
gravity but the well promises to- de- 
velop into a good producer and be- 
come a valuable property. It is sit- 
uated on the extreme southern bound- 
ary of the old stratum, but may pro- 
duce as heavily as the north wells did 
in their palmiest days, being similarly 
situated in the trend of petroleum 
rock. The purpose of the railway peo- 
ple in establishing an _ oil-steaming 
plant in this part of the district is not 
quite clear, as the company has five 
wells at the junction of First and Bel- 
mont avenue, and has made no pro- 
vision for steaming the oil there, while 
at the former si it owns but one 
well. But there are a large number of 
wells near by and the company may 
intend to purchase their product and 
steam it from this station. 

Turner Bros. are having one of their 
wells deepened. This property is sit- 
uated near the northeast corner of 
Court and Douglas streets. ‘The well 
has been producing for a long time, 
but was never drilled down to oil 
sand. It will now be deepened from 
700 to about nine hundred feet. 

The breaking down of the walking- 
beam caused a temporay suspension of 
drilling at the new Davis well site, on 
Court street, near its junction with 
Douglas. A depth of 400 feet had been 
drilled before the accidefit occurred. 

Work was begun ypon the Diamond 
Oil Company’s new well Friday after- 
noon. This site is near the southwest 
corner of Court and Douglas streets. 
More caution will be observed than 
characterized the work upon che well 
in the immediate vicinity, where a mis- 
take in measurement of: fifteen feet 
led to costly complications by develop- 
ing a strong flow of water. 

The work of deepening thé People’s 
Oil Company’s well is still progressing 
at the site on Lakeshore avenue. 

Tubing ts being: put -in. at the new 
Libby well, north of West State and 
west of Lakeshore avenue. A good 


body of oil has been developed at a 


depth of about one thousand feet. 
Work has progressed slowly upon this 
well, owing to a few unfortunate acci- 
dents. The longest delay was caused 
by the dropping of the drilling bit 
when the well was nearly completed.. 

The Rex Oil Company has begun 
work upon the site for well No. 16. 
This property is within the quadrant 
and is on the hillside east of the cafion 
running south from First street, and is 
very close to the southern limit of oil 
stratum. 

A depth of 750 feet has Deen reache 
in the Young syndicate’s new well 
west of the cafion that traverses the 
quadrant from east to west, near Union 
avenue. There is a good showing of 
surface oil in the well. 

O’Donnell & Whittier are making 
good progress upon their new well, on 
Union avenue. The drill is in 650 feet. 
These drillers will begin work upon Off 
well No. 2 the first of this week. 

Sloan & Leslie have secured a site 
in the quadrant, near Union avenue, 
and are putting in the machinery, pre- 
paratory to beginning the work of 
drilling. 

The drill was started in Rex well No. 
15 Saturday, west-of Union avenue, 
alongside the schoolhouse grounds. 

A depth of 950 feet has been drilled 
in the American Crude Oil Company's 
well, west of Union avenue. The sur- 
face oil has been cased off, and the 
drill is still going down. Oil sand has 
not yet been reached. 

The drill is thirty feet in sand at 
McCray’s new well, near the above 
property. A depth of 960 feet has been 
reached. 

Good progress is being made at the 
Rummell Oil. Company's new site, be- 
tween Burlington avenue and Bonnie 
Brae. The drill is working below 250 
feet. 

The Texas Oil Company will soon be- 
gin work upon well No. 2, west of 
Union avenue. 

Work is still being prosecuted by the 
Doheney syndicate, at its new site, 
one-half mile west of all other oil de- 
velopment. 

Maier & Zobelein are prosecuting the 
development of their new territory, 
near the brickyard, in the eastern ex- 
tension of the field. 

No water has been encountered by 
Martin & Dryden in their oil-bearin 
lands two miles northwest of East Side 
Park.

Politics in the League of American 
Wheelmen—Welch’s Bulletin. 
Notwithstanding the sharp, tricky 
politics that is being playedein the 
League of American Wheelmen, and 


generally directed against President 


Sterling Elliott, the latter finds time 
to do a great deal for the good of the 
league. He was vigorous enough in 
his own politics just before the national 
campaign, to come out solidly for sound 
money. This may have been the one 
thing fatal to his aspirations for reélec- 
tion. A western clique that scored the 
Boston man for his sound-money views 
discovered that a western man is or 
was a free-silver champion, and these 
westerners plan a coup which will oc- 
complish the downfall of Sterling Elli- 
ott. It is said that the strength of the 
Illinois division will be thrown to the 
Badger State candidate, and that Utah, 
Colorado and other Western States 
will fall into line and elect the western 
candidate.

Besides, if Mr. Elliott, who won 
his spurs as a league politician last 
year, sees that his forces are breaking 
away from him, he will add his strength 
to that of Isaac B. Potter, chief consul 
of the New York division, and that vet- 
eran league man will be overwhelm- 
ingly choice of the assembly. It looks 
very much as if Mr. Potter had the pole 
and that by his efforts to secure the re- 
election President Elliott is cutting out 
the pace for the New Yorker. The L. 
A.W. is strongest in the East, and will 
undoubtedly name the president again.

_. TOM ECK’S GOLCONDA. 
new Golconda must have. been 
discovered by Tom Eck, the manager of 
Johnny Johnson and. little Jimmy 
Michael. It was but a few days ago 
that Chairman Gideon’s L.A.W. racing 
bulletin conveyed the news that both 
Eck and Johnson stood’ suspended un- 
til.a fine of $200 was paid. This was 
imposed because the silvery-haired 
manager and his protegé . broke faith 
with an eastern cycling association by 
not appearing there after entering in 
the races scheduled to be contested at 
the track. Although the alleged of-

‘secret, gossips had it that Eck had 
been short of funds and the racing 


board, out of sheer consideration ~ for 
Johnson, had given’ the manager the 
full benefit of all the time possible. 
Cyclists ‘have not been. advised that 
Eck has lifted the suspension by send- 
ing a check to Mr. Gideon. Yet today 
Eck is out with some sweeping chal- 
lenges to Tom Linton, the Welshman, 
and former clubmate of Jimmy Michael, 
on behalf of the latter and Johnson, 
for a series of races aggregating $5000 
in purses in Michael’s case and $1000 in 
Johnson’s case. 

Linton has friends with him in New 
York who have been claiming for him 
perhaps considerably more than the re- 
cently-arrived cyclist would sub- 
scribe to; but Eck is inclined to think 
that. Michael’s former rival is quietly 
standing sponsor for all the boasting 
and that he is spoiling to show Ameri- 
cans that Wales has another diminu- 
tive cyclist of great ability. Eck pro- 
poses three races, Linton to choose the 
distance in one, Michael the length of 
the other and if a final event be nec- 
essary to decide the question of supre- 
macy it will be at fifty miles. Cali- 
fornia is mentioned as the possible 
meeting place,. but there is plenty. of 
latitude permitting the Coliseum to be 
selected. And these contests. shall be 
for $5000. In behalf of Johnson, Eck 
issues the following: “Johnson will 
race Linton one mile for a purse of 
$1000, the ridérs to start on the opposite 
sides of the track, and without pace- 
makers, or both men to start on the 
same mark, without pacemakers, or both 
to start on the mark with pacemakers: It 
is now in order for Linton to accept. 
Defeat for either Johnson or. Michael 
means. considerable for Eck; but as 
both Linton and Michael are in the 
employ of an English patent chain con- 
cern, the. magnates across the water 
will welcome any, amount of. racing 
between the pair. They will get the 
advertising that they are paying for, 
no matter who wins.. Just where Eck 
has so suddenly found ‘all this: capi- 
tal to. back his racers is not known, but 
it is significant that the manager never 
misses a chance to advertise his men. 

CHALLENGE FROM ZIEGLER. 

J. W. Dermody, manager of Otto 
Ziegler has just issued the following 
challenge for his protegé:. 

“I would like to state for Otto

HERE’S A NEW THING 


Mechanical Devices for Coaching in 
Athletic Games. 

It is said that some recent college 
football triumphs were due to the hard 
and true tackling of the team, and this 
was due, in its turn, largely to the 
much-discussed tackling machine that 
has been introduced into the gymna- 
sium. It is claimed that, in the same 
way, special and thorough practice 
with an efficient pitching machine will 
bring up a baseball team to a standard 
of hard hitting far above the average. 

There was much talk last year in 
baseball circles about a gun that had 
been devised for firing a ball, so as to 
give practice to batsmen without wear- 
ing out the pitcher. The general idea 
was that it was only a fancy inven- 
tion that looked very attractive, but 
was of no practical use. The inventor 
of the gun, however, has faith in it, 
and he has been improving it in so 
many ways that it now promises to be 
of real service in baseball catching. 

The improved baseball gun is 
mounted on an ordinary rifle stock. It 
weighs about ten pounds. It carries 


a cartridge which expels the ball, the~ 


speed of the propulsion being depend- 
ent on the strength of the explosive 
charge. The various curves intendsd 
for the baffling of the batsman are 
given by “fingers” of iron and rubber, 
with which the ball comes into con- 
tact as it is about to leave the muzzle 
of the barrel. These fingers can be ad- 
justed to any position, according to the 
direction of flight desired. Thus, if 
placed on the left side, they give an 
out-curve on the right, an in-curve, 
on top a drop, and on the bottom, a 
rise, theoretically, but in point of fact 
the ball from that direction has a flat 
trajectory. It is estimated that in a 
space of seventy feet,a curve of four- 
teen inches can be secured. This curve 
begins about twenty feet from the 
muzzle of the gun, and is sharp, though 
not a perfect arc, with a decided drop 
at the end. Sights are placed on the 
barrel, by means of which’ a novice can 
send the ball over the plate five times 
out of six. Baseball men have objected 
that the gun gives them no warning 
that the ball is coming, and its speed 
is so-terrific that it is on. them before 


they know. It is understood that, to 
| obviate this objection, an elegtrical ap- 7

Unchecked, these tendencies 
end in deeds that cost little and in 
feelings that are worth nothing. 

“Great emphasis is laid in the gospel 
on the exercise of faith and the moral 
value of penitence, love, "gratitude, 
trust; but not less clearly taught and 
urged is the fact that there is 
soul-satisfying, soul-enlarging, class of 
conceptions, emotions, impulses, assur- 
ances and actions through what comes 
of personal relations between the de- 
vout mind and the Divine being. 

“Christian faith “has been defined 
most happily, because truly as =the 
trusting of one’s being to a beifig, to be 
rested, kept, guided, molded, gov- 
erned and possessed forever. It gives 
you God, fills you with God in imme- 
diate, experimental knowledge; puts 
you in possession of all that is in Him. 

“But, if the Master and His tmmedi- 
ate disciples emphasized inward expe- 
riences, they were not less urgent for 
truth and uprightness in outer life. *Yet 
many who are nominally Christians, 
even among those who boast of a high 
religious experience, see little relation 
between morality and spirituality. I 
believe in the higher Christian life, and 
in a sweet and sublime indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit. But I do not believe 
in that sanctity which would make a 
saint of a scamp while he remains a 
scamp. Because of its frequent and 
flagrant abuse, I seldom use the term 
‘sanctification. -Too often it has been 
made to lend dignity to that religious 
self-conceit which, looking loftily about, 
seornfully cries: ‘Behold. how much 
holier I am than thou,’ with little re- 
gard, meanwhile, for the possession or 
exercise of any spiritual excellence. 
But I profoundly believe in that sancti- 
fication through the Holy Spirit which 
makes one more sensitive to sin, more 
lovable, more truthful, more devoted 
to duty, with a passion for winning hu- 
man hearts to Christ, who, though per- 
plexed in faith, is pure in deeds. 

“Spirituality {s not a pious effusion 
nor religious sentimentality; nor does 
it manifest itself or commend itself by 
a plentifulness of pious language, 
whether in conversation or sermon. 
But it does show itself in the fullness 
and force of a sweet, healthful Chris- 
tian spirit, which everywhere tends to 
bring the Christ-?ife and the Christ- 
spirit into human hearts. ; 

“The great effort of the gospel is not 
to save from penalty, but to promote 
purity. Pardon of sin completes itself 
only tn the purification of the sinner.”

ued playing. Mr. Eddy thus had quite an 
audience present at his impromptu practice 
recital, and it was a highly appreciative gath- 
ering. Mr. dy said last cvening that he 
was delightfully surprised with the new or- 
gan. ‘It is a masterpiece,’ he said. ‘It is one 
of the grandest,instruments in the world, and 
San Francisco should certainly be very proud 
of it. The tone and the mechanism is in- 
spiring to an organist, and I simply find it 
impossible to stop playing until I had been 


seated in front of the instrument for three 


hours.’ Arrangements have been made to 
have Mr. Eddy play at the two masses in 
St. Ignatius Church on Christmas morning 
and at the vespers in the evening.”’

DE ATH: AND RIAGE CUSTOMS 
AMONG EK BOERS. 


Contracts Drawn Up and Signed by 
Both Parents—A Doctor 


Who Dewtroys Influential Per- 
sons.

The fertility of the soil in many 
parts of the Transvaal, and the ben- 
eficent climate which the country en- 
joys, are well illustrated by an enu- 
meration of the fruits, flowers and 
vegetables which I saw in one small 
warden in the Lydenburg district. The 
owner of this piece of ground is a work- 
ing carpenter, who ca out here from 
England many years ago. His w orkshop 
and house are close together, and are 
surrounded by the delightful garden to 
which I have referred. It is an ideal 
spot and there is no doubt that anf 
tradesman with a little money and of 
steady habits could easily emulate the 
success which has waited upon the en- 
ergy and thrift of this early settler. 
We picked from the trees twélve or- 
anges which weighed seven and a half 
pounds. There were lemons quite as, 
large as a good-sized turnip. The fruits | 
comprised pomegranates, cherries, mec- | 
tarines, guavas, limes, French prunes, 
pears of all sorts, various kinds of ap- | 
ples. plums,’ enormous fruit-bearing 
vines, loquats, medlars, walnuts, olives, 
tigs, peaches, grenadillas, strawberries, 
apricots, mulberries, greengages, foose- 
berries, quinces, natches, and others 
which I have now forgotten. The vege- 
tables comprised everything that one 
sees at home, while the flowers were in 
profusion, huge hedgerows of roses giv- 
ing the place a most pleasing appear- 
ance. I am bound to say that gardens 
of this sort are not at all common, 
and, if I may judge by the appearance 
and surroundings, the owner of the 
garden is not a common man. He 7 
the 
only one I have seen since I came here, 
for there is no such thing among the 
Boers as providing wimter forage for 
their cattle. In the summer time they 
live and feed their flocks on the high- 
lands, or the “high veldt,” as it is 


is quite barren of vegetation, and most 
of the Boers “trek,”” or go with their 
flocks to the low country, where the 
grass is luxuriant, and where during

“trekking” is taken as a matter of 
course. The house is closed, or left in 
charge of some natives, and the family 
get into a large wagon drawn by oxen, 
and in this and in tents they live and 
sleep, resting from time to- time, and 
pasturing their flocks as they g0 
along, without let or hindrance. . In 
these migrations it. often hay\pens that 


lost.. Butt this is not the only -draw- 
back, for the result is also seen in 
the character and habits of the people. 
They are a pastoral—indeed, one might 
say, almost a nomadic—people. Impa- 
ther restraints; in- 
clined to tndolence; the Uwifficulties of 
their surroundings making education 
almost impossible, they are ignorant in 
a sense, vet shrewd enough in most 
things; distrustful to a degree. they. 
however, rarely take back their con- 
fidence once it is given, and then only 
if the conduct of those they have 
trusted compels the conviction thaj 
trust is no longer safe. It is a great 
error to imagine that the Boers are all 
or even chiefly of Dutch extraction. 
Many of them are descended from 
French families, as their names im- 
Joubert, Marais, Maré, Du, Plessis, and 
many other names prove this, and 


proud of the fact. Then, again, there 
are many Germans, and not a few 
British, In one district I met three 
brothers, two of whom were present 
at Majuba. They spoke scarcely a word 
of English, yet father and mother were 
hoth English, and I was informed 
that there are a large number of sim- 
ilar cases. I met a member of the 
First Raad a day or two ago. who 
was traveling to Pretoria for the re- 
sumption of the session, and through 
an interpreter we discussed the situa- 
tion. This man represents the Lyden- 
burg district, and he was returned as 
a Progressive. with the help of many 
of.the British residents in the con- 
stituency. I cannot say that he was 
of a superior type, for that would be 
inaccurate. But as embodying the 
the feel- 
ings of the Boers, his opinions were 
instructive. He denounced England in 
all moods asd tenses: “the country 
was not civilized.” “not so civilized as 
the Transvaal,” “he had as much con- 
tempt for England as for an old wo- 
man.” the “English should send out 
their Queen to rule over,the Kaffirs.” 
and more to this effect. He was op- 
posed to

or, indeed, to any sort of reform or 
concession, and yet, be it understood. 
he looked upon himself as a “Progres- 
sist member, and hoped to die one!’* 
I have also met a Mr. Tosen, another 
member of-the Raad. His real name is 
‘Townsend, shortened or softened into 
Tosen by the Dutch. He is the son of 
an Irish settler, and his hatred of a!l 
things British is most intense. No 
doubt memories of bad laws at home 
have had much to do with his hostil- 
ity to British interest, but, be that as 
it may, he is the leader of the Con- 
servative or reactionary. party in the 
Raad. I do*’not mean that he is the 
elected head, but he is in the forefront as 
the incarnation of Anti-Englishism. He 
declined even to talk in English to an | 
interviewer, and spoke only ir Dutch, 
through an interpreter. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing both a Boer 
wedding and a Boer funeral, and as 
illustrating the customs of the people I 
was much interested. The wedding took 
place between a daughter of a family 
of well-to-do Boers of British extrac- 
tion, and a young man from one of the 
mining districts. Numerous guests were 
invited, and as the house was e&mall, 
a tent was erected outside in order to 
accommodate all the visitors. Readers 
of Olive Schreiner’s “Story of an Afri- 
can Farm” do not require to be told 
of the preliminaries to. a. Wedding + 
among the Boers. The “sitting up,”’ as 
it is called, is the recognized method 
‘of allowing the young people to find 
out. if they care for each other. The 
young man, dressed in his best, arrives 
at the house of his intended, fenerally 
on a Saturday evening.

The funeral is a simiple but 
impressive cefemony. A- rude coffin 
was constructed out of the deal boards 
which are always kept ready for such 
an emergency. In every Boer house | 
one sees up near the roof a number of 
‘boards, which are intended to serve as 
materials for a coffin, and in some cases 
a coffin is always kept ready. This is 
a necessity in a country where joiners 
or carpenters are only to be met with 
in the centers of population, where 
death comes often suddenly, and where 
the climate compels interment so soon | 
after death: Near to almost every 
farmhouse i8 a small plot of ground, 
the God's Acre of the homestead, and | 
here sleep the “rude forefathers” of. 
‘the country and their descendants. In 
the case referred to there was little 
OUTWARD EXHIBITION OF GRIEF, 
for the people accept even avertible 
misfortunes with a fatalistic resigna- 
tion; but, as the family gathered around 
to take a last look at their lost one, it 
was impossible to repress a strong 
feeling of sympathy with the evident 
sincerity and depth of the sorrow 80 
quietly borne. No clergyman was pres- 
ent to perform the obsequies, but 
a short portion of scripture was 
read by a layman, and the body was 
then consigned to the tomb. At one of 
the homesteads which I visited I was 
shown the graves of eight’ brothers, 
two sisters, and the father and mother, 
all of whom died within a week, from 
fever contracted in the low country. 
The sole survivor was a brother, who 
acted as my®guide in the locality dur- 
ing my stay. Wholesale deaths of this 
sort are very common, and make a 
deep impression on the Boers. A few 
years ago a party of over 200, Boers left 
the high véldt to ‘‘trek” to, Delagoa 
Bay, and of these only four returned to 
-All the others perished 
from fever. This incident is still fresh 
in the memory of the Boers, and, al- 
though Delagoa Bay is now much im- 
proved, nething whatever would induce 
the Boers to go within miles of it dur- 
ing the summer weather. A still 
greater improvement is likely to take 
place at Delagoa, and the value of 
property there is going up by leaps and 
bounds. I understand that a British 
company has obtained a concession to 
carry out sanitary and other reforms 
there, paying the Portuguese govern- 
ment a fixed annual sum, and securing 
recoupment from water and other rates 
to be Jevied on the citizens. This will 
be an immense boon to the port, which 
possesses unrivaled natural advantages, 
and which has up till now been 
MISMANAGED BY THE PORTU- 
GUESE. 
officials, and has been lamentably be- 


hind in every sanitary arrangement. 
The low, 
filled in. and this alone will do much 
to destroy the malaria, which has, 
hitherto been so deadly. Again, the | 
pollution of water and the other evils. | 
arising from an absolute ignorance of, 
or contempt for, the very elements of 
sanitary precautions, will now be swept 
away by a good water supply and a 
drainage system, so that Delagoa will 
no longer be included in the “in- 
fested areas” of South Africa. I found 
on leaving home that one condition of 
my insurance policies was that I 
“should not go within fifty miles . of 
Delagoa Bay.” This condition could 
only be waived on the payment of a 
heavy additional premium, and it 
shows what the character of the lo- 
ecality is in the eyes of ghe insurance 
companies. When I point out that al- 
ready the price of property in Delagoa 
has increased nearly 1000 per cent. in 
the last few month, it will be seen that 
‘those who krfow what is about to be 
done have every confidence in the fu- 
ture of the port of Africa. I have had 
‘an interview, not this time with Presi- 
dent Kruger, or ‘a member of the 
Raad, or an eminent politician, but 
with a very distinguished person called 
“a Kaffir doctor.” This is a sort of 
medicine man and fortune-teller com- 
hined, who exercises great influence 
among the natives in the district, and 
works on their credulity and super- 
stition in most cunning fashion. No 

one can fail to distinguish a “doctor 
at sight. The one I met wore two por- 
cupine quills worked into his hair, and 
attached to a circlet around hig brow 
were the bladders and other portions of 
various fishes, birds and animals. Clad 
in skins, and accompanied by an at- 
tendant carrying his remedies and 
other impediments. 

THE KAFFIR DOCTOR 

is a spectacle erhaps, impressive 
or striking, but certainly interesting. 
I met him on the banks of the Croco- 
dile River, in which I had just been 
having my morning bath, and as I was 
proceeding to the wagon in slippers 
and pyjamas, I was no doubt an ob- 
ject of as much curiosity to the doctor 
as he was to me. A friend stopped 
the wandering medicine man, and 
asked him to throw his ‘‘doloss,”’ as it 
is called, in order to shew his skill. 
As certain people at home read your 
fortune’ in a teacup, or by the cards, 


so does the Kaffir doctor by the aid of. 
his “‘doloss.”” Tied up in a baz made 
of skins, the medicine man has a col- 
lection of. the bones of snakes, birds, 
and beasts. These he takes into ‘his 
two hands and touches his forehead 
with them, and then throws them 
loosely on the ground. According as 
they fall, so does the doctor prophesy 
or tell fortunes. He informed ine that 
I should be sick, and that I was not 
married. When I laughed at this an- 
nouncement, he evidently felt that he 
was on the wrong tack, and he pro- 
ceeded to tell me that I had five chil- 
dren, and much more to this effect.

then the doctor will ‘‘smell out’” the 
victim, and accuse him of some grave 
offense; and he is at once put to death, 
with all his family, and his goods con- 
fiscated to the king or chief. One of 
my most agreeable experiences here 
Was at the house of a Mr. Maré, a 
Boer of French extraction, very well 
to do, and possessing a good, sub- 
stantial house and several farms. His 
wife, an Afrikander lady of great in- 
telligence, discussed the relations of 
England and the Transvaal with much 
acumen. She knew English very well, 
and has had her children taught by 
English .governesses, but she would 
not talk to me in the language, be-. 
cause she said I ‘“‘would go home and 
tell the people there that the Boer 
women preferred English to their own 
tongue.”’ This was only one proof 
among many that I have met with 
as to the sensitiveness. of the Boers 
to outside criticism. In another case 
the proof came in an unwelcome form. 
We were stranded late at night near 
a Boer farmhouse, and, on applying 
for admission, we were told that we 
could not get a bed, and we had, of 
course, to camp out. In the morning 
the head of the house, or its nominal 
head—for it was clearly a case of the 
“grey maré” being the better horse”— 
told us that he was sorry for what had 
occurred, but that jlis wife had just 
been reading a pamphlet written by 
an Englishman, or “Ruinek’’—which is 
the name given to Britishers out here— 
in which he stated that the — wo- 
men were

the last being no doubt the most un-. 
pardonable accusation of all, and the’ 
one which brought upon our party 
the punishment I have referred to, the 
g00d lady resolving to harbor no more 
““Ruineks” on account of the offense 
of the pamphleteer. Mrs. Maré could 
tell me a great deal about the debates 
in Parliament, and knew of the very 
friendly attitude taken up by most 
of the Irish members toward the Boers, 
a friendliness which, however, has not, 
so far as I am aware, obtained any 
favor for Irishmen or for the Catholic 
religion at the hands of the govern- 
ment of the’ Transyaal.
